REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claim 1 , the prior art does not disclose a balloon catheter 
comprising an elongated body wherein the balloon made from a composite material 
composed of short fibers, wherein the short fibers in a longitudinal cross-section of the 
balloon comprise 25% or more short fibers oriented in a major axis direction of the 
balloon, 25% or more short fibers oriented in the direction oblique to the major axis 
direction and the remainder of the short fibers oriented in direction nearly perpendicular 
to the major axis direction, and the short fibers in a diametrical cross section of the 
balloon include 8% or more short fibers oriented in the circumferential direction of the 
balloon, 25% to more short fibers oriented in the direction perpendicular to the 
circumferential direction, that is in a major axis direction, and short fibers oriented in the 
direction oblique to the circumferential direction. 

Chen discloses longitudinal or diagonal fibers but does not disclose longitudinal, 
oblique and nearly perpendicular short fibers in the amounts recited in claim 1 .
